THIRD SPANISH FLU WAVE, 

A third wave of Spanish fever 
appears to be sweeping weatiwa. 
Over Europe, Since the middle 
of November the number of cases 
and deaths has been increased 
rapidly in ‘various places in 
Austria, In Vienna, forexample, 
339 persons died during the 
week November 10-16, while 
in the follwing. week the 
number was 435. Similar 
figures are reported from other 
centres, A curious feature in 
this resuscitation of the illness is 
that a much larger proportion of 
men are dying than women, 
During the Vienna epidemic in 
the spring the proportion was 
about equal, while the first week 
mentioned the ficures wera 244 
ten and 95 women,.and in the 
following seven days 314 men 
and 124 women. From many 
places in Germany 6 serious 
recurrence of the disease is 
reparted, and in Holland within 
the last ten days or go a greatly 
increase: number of cases is re-

VERSAILLES. 
TRAGIC MEMORIES OF 1871. 


Versailles, where the . Peace 
Conference’ is expected to meet, 
bas hitherto had tragic memories 
for France as the scene of her 
great humiliation. In its palace, 
in the famous “Galeries de 
Glaces” King William of Prussia 
was proclaimed German Emperor 
on January 18, 1871. 

The date was chosen’ as the 
18th anniversary of the creation 
of the Kingdom of Prussis. -The 
ceremony was an extraordinarily 
brillisnt one in the ‘presence 
of the old King Willian, of the 
Crown Prince (Frederick, father 
of the present Emperot}, ‘of, Bis 
marek, gigantic in his ‘uniform 
| of the ‘white cuirassiers of the old 
Moltke, and. moat of the German 
generals and princes, a ‘religious 
service wag held. The sermon, 
preached on a.text from Psalm 
xxi. exultod in the. defeat of 
the French, who “intended mis- 
chief against Thee; and imagined 
such 3 device as they-are not able 
to perform.” 

After this prelude the King 
reail ont the patent establishing 
the Empire and. Bismarck, in 
strident tones, followed with the

In wave after wave the men 
struggled forward, amidst flags, 
evergreens, and flowers, At the 
head of the procession marched s 
row of soldiers, holding high 
banners in the colours of the new 
Republic—black, red, and gold
